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AS strange as it may seem, there is no Chris- 
tian name for that day that we keep in 
commemoration of the resurrection of our Lord. The word 
“Easter” is an appellation given, with some small variations, to 
several languages and dialects by nations of Teutonic descent, 
and was so named for Estore, the goddess of spring. Though that 
festival has been changed which was originally in honor of the 
goddess, to a celebration of the Christian 
event, the name was borrowed from the 
former and has lasted on down through 
the ages. 


In Hebrew, Greek, French, Spanish, 
and Italian the words given for Easter or 
used for the day upon which we celebrate 
the resurrection of our Lord, is taken from 
words meaning “the passover.” It was 
thought to be a continuation’ of that 
feast and there is no great violation in 
this because we are taughtgby the Apostle 
Paul that Christ is our passover and was 
sacrificed for us. That great sacrifice was 
made at the feast of the passover and it 
was only three days later that He arose 
a victor over the grave and became the 
head of a new order which is the Chris- 
tian order or the Church. There is no 
event recorded in Holy Writ so impor- 
tant to the Church of God as the resur- 
rection of Christ. With His resurrected 
body hopes were resurrected and not only 
__dogs He, but also His representative 
body, the Church, lives continually to do 
His bidding and carry out His mission in the world. 

The exact date of the crucifixion and resurrection are not 
known. Scholars differ and none of them have sufficient proof 
to dislodge others and so, regardless of ideas and opinions as to 
what day is the day, we all come together on one appointed 
day to spend it in devotion to the resurrected Christ. That 
which is more important than anything else is that we realize 
the real benefits of the resurrection, and unless one does realize 
such benefits all observance of Easter is void.

N an old issue of the LAST DAYS we ran 
across an article on “The Church,” and as 
we looked upon it the word seemed to ring, WHAT can be

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first Easter that sealed the doctrine of the Church. This being 
true, it is very important that God’s people know the Church 
and what it is to us. I quote from the article in LAST DAYS: 
“They must first know what the Church is and what the 
Church is not. The Church is a company of people being 
called out of this world in this age to compose the body 
or bride of Christ, that company of people that God is 
taking out of the great mass of fallen humanity, out of 
Satan’s kingdom, and placing them into His kingdom who has 
delivered us from the power of darkness and has translated us 
into the kingdom of His dear Son.” In further comment on the 
Church the writer said, “Sometimes the best way to find out 
what a thing is is to find out what it is not. Before you can find 
out what most of the ladies are in these days, you have to find 
out what they are not. You have to take off the paint and pow- 
der to see what they are. Before we can see what the Church is 
we must see what it is not. We must take off the false garbs 
by which it has been represented before we can see what it is.” 
“First,” the writer says, “the Church is not an organization 
but an organism: The difference between an organization and 
an organism is like the difference between an automobile and 
the human body. The Church is said to be the body of Christ 
and each Christian a member of that body. The only church 
membership the Bible knows anything about is of those who 
are members of His body, of Christ. We read, “The Lord added 
to the church daily such as should be saved.’ Man cannot add to 
the Church. God alone can add members to the Church, and 
when they are saved God adds them to the Church. They then 
become a part of an organism and not a piece of an organiza- 
tion. The difference between an organization and an organism 
is that an organization has many parts 
fitted perfectly and smoothly together, all 
the parts in the right place, like all the 
parts of an automobile put properly in 
place. Yet, when all of these parts are 
properly in place, there is no life going 
through all the parts. An organism is all 


one current of life going through all of 
the members, giving each the s#me life. 
The Church is an organism with the di- 
vine life of God going through each 
member and only those who have been 
regenerated by the spirit of God can 
have the life of God going through 
them.” 

The above is certainly a beautiful pic- 
ture. It may be that there are some of us 
who do not agree with every detail of his 
explanation, but after all, with such an 
Organism as is described, organized into 
organization, you have what we see as the 
Church, fitted and prepared to transact 
business here upon earth for God, and this 
with its twofold aspect is what God has

June 7, 1939, I crossed the river that 
divides the Republic of Haiti from the 
Dominican Republic and came to the 
border of Dajabon on the north sides of 
both Republics, where there is a garrison 
of Spanish soldiers in a small town, a cus- 
tomhouse and only one Catholic church. 
No one ever told them of the power there 
is in the blood of Jesus Christ to save 
them from their sins. 


BEFORE MEETING THE CHURCH 
OF GOD 


I was born in Castries, St. Lucia, B. W. 
I., and my first faith was Catholic, as is 
the majority of my country folks. When 
I was about twelve years old I was sayed 
in a Pilgrim Holiness church. I always 
felt a deep hunger for the Lord and a de- 
sire to serve Him, but it was not the 
Lord’s time yet to use me. Later, when I 
was fourteen, | thought I would leave St. 
Lucia and go to some other country 
where it might be possible for me to earn 
my daily bread, and hearing that Santa 
Domingo was open to foreigners, I 
thought it might be good to travel to 
that land. Before I left my country, I 
went to say good-bye to my old aunt, 
for my father died and left me when I 
was three years old and my mother died 
and left me at the age of nine, so my good 
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old aunt took care of me till I was quite 
a young man. She wept and sobbed these 
words, “Son, never forget to go to your 
church and always remember your Sav- 
ior.” I did not like to leave my home, but 
it pleased the Lord to take me from there 
so I came to the Dominican Republic to 
find myself among Spanish people, quite 
blind to the knowledge of God. At first I 
felt very sad when I saw there was no 
one near me to take care of me. I was 
afraid because the Spanish people liked 
plenty of revolutions and shooting, but 
I put the Lord before me in all things and 
asked Him to guide, for I did not know 
the way. I lived here for some years and 
almost two years after I came here I met 
with some other people but I did not feel 
at home with them. Later I met with 
some people preaching Christ and I 





THE BERMUDA ISLANDS 


Little has been shown by the let- 
ters we have received from Brother 
Hughes of the real progress of their 
work in these islands but there are 
signs that perhaps speak louder than 
words that he might speak or write.

It was not 
long after the leader fell into sin and the 
group was broken to pieces, but I would 
always keep little meetings going among 
the Spanish people. I used to work as an 
organ builder and piano tuner, but I 
could never keep quiet because I felt a 
hunger for souls. 


TO THE BAHAMAS 


In 1928 it pleased the Lord to take me 
to the Bahama Islands, and at Nassau I 
met the Church of God. Bless His name! 
Ever since then I have been so happy to 
know that I am one of them. The dear 
brethren opened their hearts and received 
me with joy. I want to mention these 





names. Bishop W. V. Eneas was the first 
to form my acquaintance and we appreci- 
ated each other’s company until I left the 
Bahamas. Also our dear overseer, Bishop 
William R. Franks, and his wife treated 
me with Christian love. Also Bishop Tail- 
or, Bishop George Moss, Evangelist Davis, 
Deacon Tucker, Deacon Lashley, and all 
the members made me feel happy. I pray 
the Lord’s blessing will always be upon 
them. I found in the doctrine a pure, 
holy, and solid one, and if it is carefully 
followed and practiced, one can always be 
in good fellowship with the Savior. 


While in the Bahamas I always did my 
little part for the Lord, I went to few 
other islands to work with my hands and 
at the same time did something for the 
Lord. In January, 1939, we had a fine 
convention in Nassau and there I met 
dear Brother Paul H. Walker, whom I 
will always remember. I told him how the 
Lord called me to work among the Latin 
people, and we both got into a spiritual 
talk, the Lord was present, and the Lord 
approved our good intentions. I stayed in 
Nassau several months longer but that 
deep hunger for souls had me laden until 


\at the end of May I left for the Domini- 
\can Republic, determined to be about my 


Father’s business. I arrived at Cap’ Piaiti 
and the next day I started for the Do- 
minican Republic. I had a few difficul- 
ties in getting over but the Lord was 
with me. I went to Barahona where I got 
married on June 26, and from there wife 
and I started for Ciudad Trujillo. At 
Ciudad Trujillo I felt the Lord’s calling 
to make a start but I could not find a 
house to rent. I was two months in a ho- 
tel but at last the Lord helped us to find 
a location and on August 7 I preached the 
first sermon. From then on we have been 
working for our blessed Savior. My wife 
being a very satisfied soul is just the kind 
I asked the Lord for. We had great trials, 
great needs, great persecutions but ‘His 
grace was sufficient. Dear readers, I am 
happy to say that none of these difficul- 
ties stopped us, nor did they stop souls 
from being saved. I remember wife and I 
alone starting to sing praises to God the 
night of August 7 and it was not long 
before the Lord brought hungry souls and 
saved them. Later we removed one parti- 
tion of the house, and now we have had to 
remove all the partitions and yet there is 
not enough room to accommodate the 
people. All this was accomplished in only

The federal government will undertake 
again this year its decennial taking of 
the census. Uncle Sam is prepared to in- 
quire into all the domestic angles of the 
people of America. One prominent writer 
has opined that the government’s curiosi- 
ty concerning “divorce, income, toilet 
facilities, etc., was an invasion of man’s 
responsibilities to God alone. However, a 
government that takes unto itself the 
right to say how long a man shall work 
and what he shall be paid for it; to de- 
termine what a man shall produce on the 
farm and what price he shall sell it for; 
to say that a man cannot work in many 
cases without joining a union contrary to 
his conscience; that government, to main- 
tain those powers, must constantly add 
new ones.” 

In language more forceful than polite, 
Congressman John Dingall of Michigan 
is reported to have urged the Congress to 
vote relief.and financial help for the em- 
battled Finns with these words: “We re- 
strict this loan to powder puffs and cream 
puffs when we know the Finns need 
~ shrapnel; buckshot, barbed wire and ali 
the fiercest implements of hell because 
THEY ARE FIGHTING TO STOP 
ANTICHRIST. AND THE HOSTS OF 
HELL LED BY BEELZEBUB. Let every 
man stand up and be counted, let him 
vote as he talks, let us dispense with hy- 
pocrisy.” This distinguished congressman 
hit the nail squarely on the head. I am 
glad that at least one Congressman can 
see the hand of Antichrist in the dicta- 
tor-ridden countries of the world. Much 
as we regret it, the spirit of Antichrist 
is on the march. 

“The night cometh when no man can 
work.” Fortunately, between daylight 
and darkness there is that brief period 
known as twilight.

not startle God’s people who have an eye 
for the things of the Spirit. On March 1, 
in Italy, new decrees concerning the Jews 
went into effect. No Jew may own a 
home costing more than $1,000.00. A 
Jew may not enter into any business es- 
sential to Italy’s war needs. They are for- 
bidden to enter most of the major profes- 


sions. Isn’t it rather strange that one dic- 
tator after another starts persecuting the 
Jews? It is all part of God’s plan. Persecu- 
tion will bring them to their knees and in 
desperation they will make a covenant 
with Antichrist. Rather, they will renew 
the covenant already made. 

It is significant that England, who 
rules over the Palestinian country, decided 
last week that the Jews could buy no 
more land in certain sections of that 
country. England decided that the Arab 
should dominate the Holy Land. Let Eng- 
land and the democracies beware! At the 
judgment of nations mentioned in Matt. 
25, the nations who have befriended the 
Jew will be the favored ones in the Mil- 
lenial Kingdom.

small urban section about six miles in dis- 
tance. Two native workers have started 
for Puerto Plata, that is about 270 miles 
from Ciudad Trujillo, where the Lord has 
called them to work for Him. 

On Monday morning we had a lovely 
prayer meeting conducted by our over- 
seer, one matrimony was performed, sev- 
eral confessions made, then there were 
seven souls who were ready to be bap- 
tized by immersion. At the seashore ev- 
erybody prepared, and while we all sang 
they were buried one by one with Jesus. 
Later in the afternoon some infants were 
dedicated to the Lord, then two brethren 
were received by our overseer and were 
made members of the Church of God.

verted. The overseer made his announce- 
ments, and the service was brought to a 
close. 

It was with great sadness we said fare- 
well to Brother Kluzit and his wife, and 
also Sister Milk, who left us on the 14th 
for the Republic of Haiti. The same 
night they left two souls were wonderful- 
ly saved. We praise God for all His kind- 
ness toward us, and we ask the dear saints 
everywhere to pray for the Dominican 
Republic, that the Lord may send a re- 
vival and save souls, also fill them with 
His Holy Spirit.—yYours in the Master’s 
service, George L. Sylvestre.

You an- 
swer, “Instinct.” 

Man has instinctively expected immor- 
tality. The ancient nations believed and 
practiced immortality. The Egyptians 
embalming their dead was the product of 
their belief in immortality. In Greece, 
Homer and Socrates lived perilous and 
courageous lives because of their belief in 


immortality. In Rome, Plato, Epictetus, - 


Marcus Aurelius and Cicero believed and 
taught immortality. 

Memory crumbles, imagination fails, 
reason departs and weakens. After all 
these remains the great ego crying out 
for immortality. Why? “The human soul 
is made by God. It is ever at unrest, until 
it finds its rest in God” (St. Augustine). 
Therefore, our souls naturally yearn for 
immortality. The longing and yearning is 
put there by God. 

Nero, the monster of history, said on 
his deathbed: “Oh, my poor soul, where 
art thou going?” Socrates with the cup 
of death in his hand said: “I think there 
is life beyond.” St. Stephen stoned to 
death said: “Lord Jesus, receive my 
spirit.” Christ on the cross said: “Father, 
into thy hands I commend my spirit.” 

Science says, “There MAY BE a fu- 
ture life.” Philosophy says, ‘There 
OUGHT to be a future life.” Divine rev- 
elation declares, ‘“There IS a future life.” 

Jesus taught immortality when He 
said: ‘“‘God is not the God of the dead, but 
of the living. Because I live, ye shall live 
also.” Matt. 22:30-32; John 14:19. The 
Apostle Paul said: “If in this life only we 
have hope in Christ, we are of all men 
most miserable,” 1 Cor. 15:19. St. Peter 
said: “Blessed be the God and Father of 
our Lord Jesus Christ, which according 
to his abundant mercy hath begotten us 
again unto a lively hope by the resurrec- 
tion of Jesus Christ from the dead,” 1 
Peter 1:3. 

Death! What a funeral train! Three 
deaths every two seconds in the world. 
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Death, that separates the best of friends, 
interrupts our plans. How cruel the black 
angel of death with his long, flowing, 
black robe and icy breath, with skull and 
crossbones on his breast, riding on his 
black charger across the battlements of 
life.

brothers, etc., and all but relegate us to 
the infernal regions because we did not 
belong to the Church of God.” One man 
stated that he had seen the light on it and 
would backslide if he didn’t come in, but 
reading further he said that he resented 
such hard preaching and abusive lan- 
guage as they used in slinging mud at 
good people not affiliated with them. It 
only drove him farther from the Church. 
But eventually his story changes. He 
finds out that the Church of God does 
not endorse mud-slinging. He reads the 
Lighted Pathway and becomes convinced 
that he is wrong in his bitterness and 
that God’s people should be in one fold, 
the Spirit-filled body of God’s children 
functioning under the government set 
forth in the New Testament, a group of 
holy ones overflowing with God’s love 
for each other and for a dying world.
